The depression in the cotton goods trad 
is apparently not restricted to Southern 
mills alone. It therefore appears that 
whatever remedy is to be found for tl 
difficulties under which the Southern mills 


are laboring must be effectual as well fo 
the Northern mills. Oue feeling is that a 
courageous, and, if necessary, a drastic 
policy of curtailment is at present the ouly 
solution. It seems to us that we have been 


suffering from a sub-normal demand fo1 


textile products for the last two or three 
years. Cotton mills have been operated 
rather upon the basis of hope of bett 
trade than upon the fact of an actua 
healthy demand for consumption of thei 
products. The country has never quit 
recovered from the depression of 1907 anc 
1908S. In our judgment, it would have 
been far better had the cotton mills bravely 
faced the situation long ago and refused 
to make goods at a loss, for during a!! of 
this time has not been possible for cot 
ton mills to be operated profitably Of 
course most mills which operate unde 

these conditions have been actuated larg 

ly by their obligations to their employes 
preferring to make a current loss for thelr 
sake rather than to make an equally heavy 
loss by allowing their plants to stand idk 
They realize fully the heavy cost of guth 
ering together an organization of hel] 
once scattered. At the same time no mill's 
resources can stand this sort of thing in 
definitely As time goes on, the remedy 
we have above described w automat 

ally become effective, due to the sheer in 
ability of th mills to stand these losse 


There is a necessity which, however, 


presses us as paramount to this, and that 
is the need for developing outlets for rh 
product of domestic miils beyond the con 
fines of our own country.
